CARDINAL GIBBONS MODERATES

cieties. It makes decidedly inter¬ 
esting reading:

Cardinal Glbboaa not score Bo- 


clailsm when asked what he thoufiit 
about the political beliefs of nearly 
one-half of Milwaukee's population. 
He aatd that there were rood and bad 
things In Socialism, and If the bad 
ones could be removed then there 
would be no objeetton to that faith. 
His atrongest objection was aoinst 
common ownershlt which, he aal^ 
would destroy Idu 'dual ownership. 
His eminence strongly favored labor 
organisation. 

There is something surprisingly 
temperate in (he above, so temper- 
ais that one, even in spitje of pest 
axpariaag si liS h t he„^icHM|lt^ 
take the aged prelate at his wan. 
Passing by the interesting fact 
that jn the New Testament time 
Christians believed in common 
ownership which he is now sc 
strongly oppossed to, it is clear 
that the statement on its face 
shows a misunderstanding of the 
fundamentals of Socialism.

BEBEL, GREAT SOCIALIST, IS DEAD! 


PARKER’S OFF COLOR ATTACK 


Alton Parker, Vail street's 
Democratic sacrifice for the presi¬ 
dency in 1904, has just made an 
address before the Ohio state bar 
association, quite a portion of 
which was devoted, in obedience to 
hU Wall street instincts, to an at¬ 
tack on the Socialists. When there 
is a capitalist lawyer on the_ job 
you may generally look for tricks, 
and in this instance Parker plays 
a little game on us by presenting 
among other things a garbled 
quotation from Marx .and Engels. 

At the national convention of 
Catholic societies just past in Mil¬ 
waukee an effort was made to get 
an endorsement for the Common 
Cause and like public'tions de¬ 
voted lu defaming Socialism, and 
when the battle seemed lost Davy 
Goldstein, of W idow Avery fame, 
'made V 'fekrfin iispeal -on Ufa 
ground that wherever he went he 
found that thousands of men 
looked to those periodicals “for 
their arguments against Social 
ism" (He might have added that 
the men back of the Common 
Cause hijl been on the payroll of 
the National Manufacturers' asso¬ 
ciation, vide the Mulhall disclos¬ 
ures!) And it is from this un- 
straight source that our worthy 
patriot (for pelf), the Hon. Alton 
Parker evidently got his chief 
javelin thrust at us for his speech 
before the Ohio lawyers. 

Here is what Parker said about 
us:

dependent on another, makea it 
imposaible to quote mere sentences 
without distorting, and often ac¬ 
tually reversing, the meaning. 
Naturally such an opportu<iity has 
not been passed over by our "scru¬ 
pulous” enemy, capitalism and its 
liveried vermin. 

The Manifesto was written as 
the platform of the Communist 
League, way back in 1848 — 63 
years, over half a century ago. It 
was written by Marx and Engels, 
who were also virtually the fopnd- 
ert of modern Scientific ^ciatism. 
The work reviews the entire status 
of the working people under capi¬ 
talism, and thus takes up the home 
life of the proletarians, the marital 
lives of the bourgeoisie, the oapi- 
tilists, wi* a scathing exposition 
of the immorality of capital^ 
and an iti’ unclean rdlationa, S 
which also it exploits the workioc 
clau, and by example and eco¬ 
nomic conpu^on demoralizes it. 

The trick .n the case of the 
quotation used by Parker consists 
in leaving out three words almost 
at the start, by changing a word 
s little further along, by leaving 
out 22 words s,H| further along, 
and by two furthe changes in the 
text made necessary by this garb¬ 
ling. Let us see. 

Turn to the quotation as Parked 
gives it. The first sentence of the 
quotstion should read: "On what 
fou-idation is the present family, 
the bourgeois fomify, based? The 
words here printed in black type, 
were left out, thus changing the 
meaning of the quotation in toto. 
Further on, where it says "the 


the "the" reads ‘ this” in the origi¬ 
nal, referring to the particular 
phase of family relation under 
discussion. Further on another 
"this" has been changed to "the,” 
and this whole sentence has been 
dropped: "But this state of things 
finds its complement in the prac¬ 
tical absence of the family among 
the proletarians (that is, adeifuate 
and normal family life), an,t in 
prostitution.” Then follows: ’The 
bourgeois fcmily will vanish, etc 
but Parker managed to cunningly 
leave out rhe qualifying word, the 
word "bourgioia." What do yon 

I think of such knavery? 

' The purpose of the quotation, of 
course, is tn effort to make it ap¬ 
pear that Marx and Engela wished 
to have all family life wiped out in 
favor of promiscuous relations be¬ 
tween the sexes, whereas they take 
no such stand. We may introduce 
a further quotation from the Mani¬ 
festo here to show with what a

V'e want them to have what they 
produce instead of loaing it as at 
present to the capitaliats, who ex* 
ploit them to the limit through 
owning the induatijes. We want 
tbe working clasa to be the wdU 
toHio clasa bnofinaa M theS ic- 
duatry. ^ 

' Judging from the sort of SpOf 
put agaioat us that comes regu* 
iarly from certain clerical soqrces, 
it is to be presumed that tbe car* 
dinal, if pressed for further objec¬ 
tions, would fall back on those 
old moss-grown slanders against. 
Socialism as being in favor of im^ 
morality. Think for a minute of. 
capitalism being set up as the 
mainstay of morality! 

Socialists have shown that mo¬ 
rality is simply impossible urider 
tbe capitalist system. And every 
day the situation grows worse and 
more abominable. To the discern¬ 
ing the plight of the Cathohe so¬ 
cieties meeting in Milwaukee waa 
almost pitiful. Most of their reso. 
lutions were aimed at the immo¬ 
ralities of capitalism, without dar¬ 
ing to charge the filth up to its 
proper source. 

Our centers of civilization today 
are aimply vile. Even the Carh- : 
olics who take their stand on the 
side of capitalism are almost over¬ 
whelmed by the capitalism’s stench. 

Every city under capitalism is a 
aink of depravity; a fetid, immoral 
air pervades the people's amuse¬ 
ments, the situation of the home 
was never in such peril as now, ind 
even the people’s son^s are popu¬ 
lar through immoral suggestive¬ 
ness, from "My Harem," to "Row, 
Row. Row.” 

Church spires multiply, also red 
hits, but the filth mounts higher 
and higher. It cannot be other¬ 
wise while the principle of capital¬ 
ism—Mch man for himself and to 
the Devil with everybody else—* 
rules the lives of the ptople. 

And for daring to attack all thjs 
and point out the cause, certain 
clerics with capitalist minds fabri¬ 
cate charges against the Soc:<ilists 
of being against purity! Some 'if 
these chaps need to do a lot of con¬ 
fessing to clear their souls. 

We do not expect the cardinal to 
come out for Socialism, but we 
think he ought to avoid niitrepre- 
senting our aims.

Vith none of the cheap tricks* that the Engjish spring world 
hts come to associate with the word, he was the grwatest of poliddans. 
He saw the resistlew power that had been nnwittiogly granted to 
Ubor through universal suffrage and pariiaments. He saw alsO' 
through the trickery and deception by which the ruling ri«T« has 
sought to neutralize the power so granted, and he cut through that 
deception, laid bis fonndsllons upon the democratic organization and 
thorough education of those who cast the ballott, and bulk up the 
mightiest machine ever controlled by labor—the Social-Democratic 
party of Germany. 

He did not stop with tbe election. He had long’been looked upon 
by friends and enemies alike as the foremost parliamentarian in tbe 
world today. His progress along the road to that eminence was marked 
by the political tombstoues of those who opposed him, and among 
these tbe memorial that marks the political grave of Bismarck towers 
high. 

He never lost faith in political action. In defenae of that method 
of fighting end the tactics be knew would make it effective for his 
class, he dared lo stand in opposition to Marz and Engels, when se, 
so strongly partisan of one faction that he had been named tbe 
Eiser.macher,” was working to unite the divided forces of the Ger¬ 
man working class. He had his only serious disagreement with Lieb- 
knecht, to whom he owed his conversion to Socialism and much of his 
education, when that "old Hussar" grew impatient with tbe ballot box 
tnd'sneered at parliamentary action. He stood firm against Most and 
Die Jungen,” when persecution and "Laws of Exception” had driven 
;he more impulsive to the weapons of anarchy, and was justified in his 
position when he was taken from the prison cell to lead the battle in 
ihe Reichstag that took Bismarck, the author of those laws, from the 
Reichsicy and the cabinet and sent him into political exile. 

The gri't general of the hosts of Labor, he always led them in 
defense of pi tc:. Then triumphant Germany was drunk with blood 
end patriotic irenzy at the victorious close of tbe Franco-German war, 
he dared to rise in the Reichstag, attack tbe annexation of Alsace and 
Lorraine, pointing out with prophetic insight the heritage of bate it 
would bring upon Germany, and, most daring of all, at a time when 
all Europe was ringing with the calumnies against tbe Communards, 
he fearlessly defended their fight against tyranny, and equally regard¬ 
less of criticism within his own ranks, he did not hesitate to point out 
the mistakes of that uprising.' * 

It was this speech that Bismarck characterized as a "riy of light” 
warning him that Socialism is a challenge to capiialiKn that must be 
met and overthrown, it capHsIiim is to live. Bismarck took up the 
challenge. He sent Bebel to prison. He outlawed the army that fol¬ 
lowed him. He, the leader of the "Kulturkampf,” "went to Cannossa" 
“anH TnVoted Ifld received the aid of the Catholic party he had de¬ 
nounced, to gain allies with which to crush Socialism, and then wu 
himself sent into political exile because he failed to stop the irresist¬ 
ible march of the hosts that rallied around Bebel. 

He lost sight of no phase of the proletarian battle. His was the 
first voice to be raised in the ranks of Socialism in full recognition of 
the necessity of including the hitherto disregarded half of the human 
race in the fight for freedom. The itre.'yth of the blow he struck 
with his great work, "Woman in the Past. Present and Future,” is
